Dr. Robert Hall Glover 


Once again the Shining Ones, as for 
Christian at the end of his pilgrimage, 
have come to, welcome a faithful servant 
of God. Dr. Robert Hall Glover, Home 
Director Emeritus of the China Inland 
Mission, was called Home on Sunday 
morning, March 23, after an illness of 
two weeks-.in the Germantown Hospital, 
Philadelphia. It is less than a year since 
he gave such a comforting message at 
the funeral of Dr. Philip E. Howard, 
when he quoted with feeling some lines 
from that great hymn, “My hope is built 
on nothing less than Jesus’ blood and 
righteousness.” Dr. Glover was born at 


Leeds, Quebec, October 17, 1871. He was ' 


only fourteen years of age when he felt 
called to foreign missionary service. 
Later he studied for two years at the 
University of Toronto, and completed 
his medical training in 1893 at New York 


University. He received further prep- 
aration at the Missionary Training Insti- 
tute of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance of Nyack, N. Y. Under the 
auspices of the Christian and Missionary 
Alliance, Dr. Glover went to China in 
1895. During his first term on the field 
he met Miss Caroline Prentice of Wor- 
cester, Mass., whom he later married 
when on furlough in 1902. They re- 
turned to China under the C. and M.A., 
and he founded the Blackstone Bible 
Institute in Wuchang. In 1912 Dr. A. B. 
Simpson appointed him to the post of 
Foreign Secretary of the C; and M.A. 
He traveled through western China, 
Tibet, South America, the Near East, 
and other mission fields. Because of 
his travels and his writings he was later 
made a Fellow of the Royal Geographic 
Society. Dr. Glover was director of the 
Missionary Course at the Moody Bible 
Institute from 1921 through 1926, and 
in 1930 he succeeded Dr. H. W. Frost 
as Home Director of the China Inland 
Mission, which office he held until Sep- 
tember, 1943. His best known books 
were “The Progress of World Wide Mis- 
sions,” first published in 1924 and now 
in ‘its fourth edition, and “The Bible 


Basis of Missions” (1946). For a num- | 


ber of years Dr. Glovér was president of 
the Interdenominational Foreign Mission 
Association of North America, which in- 


cludes eighteen “faith” , missions. Dr. 
Glover is survived by his widow and 
three children, Mrs. John Morrison, wife 
of a pastor of Philadelphia; Miss Mar- 
jorie Glover, Executive Director of the 
Christian Council at Wheaton College, 
Wheaton, IIl.; Dr. Robert P. Glover; and 
two sisters, Mrs. John Fee of Altadena, 
Calif., and Miss Georgena Glover of To- 
ronto. Through the “exceeding great 
and precious promises” of Scripture, Dr. 
Glover added to his faith, virtue, knowl- 
edge, temperance, patience, godliness, 
brotherly kindness, and charity, and 
surely of him the Apostle Peter’s con- 
clusion, as he enumerated this impres- 
sive list, will be true: “For so an en- 
trance shall be \ministered unto you 
abundantly into the everlasting kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ.” 
One by one some of our greatest leaders 
are being taken from us, and it was 
never God’s plan that grace should so 
obliterate human feeling that we should 
not experience pangs of sorrow, and a 
deep sense of loss and loneliness when 
they leave us. But what a comfort to 
know that Dr. Glover, like others who 
have gone before, is “with Christ; which 
is far better”! And how good to know 
that the same God who led and strength. 
ened him is with us! “For this God is 
our God for ever and ever: he will be 
our guide even unto death.”

“My soul, wait thou only upon 
God; for my expectation is -from 
him” . (Psa. 62:8). 
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found himself in the wrong place after 
death. He was most anxious that some- 
one’ be sent to warn his brothers. Would 
our Lord tell such a story for nought? 
Would he warn of the possibility of men 
finding themselves in the wrong place 
after death if no such danger existed? 
Would He hold out to men the hope 
of Heaven, if no such place existed? 

Writing to sorely tried believers, Peter 
pointed them to “an inheritance incor- 
ruptible, and undefiled, and that fadeth 
not away, reserved in heaven” for them 
(1 Pet. 1:4). He calls it a “lively” or 
living hope, and to fortify and comfort 
them he flashes the light of this heavenly 
hope before them. Here is a living hope 
indeed, a hope by which to live through 
dark and trying days. 

Eventually life brings pain, sorrow, 
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disappointment, and at the last death. 
Earth can be very fair, and life here 
can be very pleasant. But earth can 
also be very tragié, and life very hard. 
What shall men do when earth fails 
them, as eventually it does, if there be 
no everlasting life, no heavenly Home? 
It is then that men realize life has no 
meaning unless there be something bet- 
tet beyond. Without that hope we can 
make little of the riddle of life here. 

It is true that mistaken ideas of 
Heaven, undue emphasis on its golden 
streets, its harps and crowns and palms, 
have given an air of unreality to the 
heavenly hope. But we must remember 
that these things are symbolic, and sym- 
bols of things much to be desired. Palms 
are tokens of triumph; crowns, of ruler- 
ship, joint-ha@irship with Christ, asso- 
ciation with Him in that-rule of the 
universe. The harps and songs tell of 
the perfect joy and the glorious worship 
of Heaven. All such objects of holy 
desire and aspiration are perfectly re- 
alized in Heaven. So, when such sym- 
bols are understood, Heaven is indeed 
to be desired, and the hope of eventu- 
ally being there is a living hope, a hope 
by which to live through the tests and 
trials of the present. 

But is it a warranted hope? Or is it 
all the product of wishful thinking, and 
doomed to disappointment at last? Is 
Heaven a reality, after all? 


1. The facts about Christ assure us 
Heaven is real. All we know of Him 
requires the existence of Heaven. He 
certainly was not of this world. His 
whole life showed that. He said, “I 
came down from heaven.” Anyone might 
say that, but only Jesus Christ .could 
say it and be believed. But his whole 
character, life, and work join in testi- 
fying that He came from Heaven to our 
world. He lived in Heaven before tak- 
ing human nature into union with His 
divine nature, before entering on human 
life by way of the virgin’s womb. It 
was from Heaven He came to Bethle- 
hem’s manger. In a most heavenly man. 
ner He lived, died, and rose again. To 
Heaven He ascended after His resurrec- 
tion. The existence of Heaven is bound 
up, therefore, with the facts about Jesus 
Christ. Its existence thereby is put be- 
yond all doubt. His coming to earth, 
His saving work, and ascension all show 
Him to be from Heaven, and so declare 
the reality of Heaven. 


2. The teachings of Christ assure us 
Heaven is real. Those who heard Him 
in the days of His flesh recognized in 
Him one who spoke with authority, one 
who knew, not one who guessed or hoped 
merely. His word, therefore, on this 
subject. is all-important. 


Two commercial travelers were seated 
in a compartment in an English train 
one day, and as they came to a certain 
station, one said, “The stationmaster 
here ,died last week.” “He will know 
the grand secret now,” replied the other, 
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A Christian seated beside them ventured 
to ask what was the grand secret he 
would know now that he was dead. 
“The secret we shall all know at death,” 
said one. “And what is that?” persisted 
the questioner. “Whether there is a 
Heaven or a hell,” came the reply. “That 
is no secret,” said the Christian; where- 
upon the others asked, “Did you ever 
hear or read of anyone coming back 
from the other world to tell us about 
Heaven or hell?” “Yes,” was the reply, 
“hayen’t you?” And as they stared in as- 
tonishment, the Christian said: “It is the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He came from that 
other world and has told us of Heaven 
and its glories, and of hell and its 
miseries, so it is no secret at all.” 


What then are some of the things our 
Lord taught that assure men of the real- 
ity of Heaven? He taught us to pray, 
“Our Father who art in heaven...” 
Would He have used such words had 
Heaven not existed? He drew contrasts 
between earth and Heaven that show 
Heaven to be as real as earth, not as 
material, necessarily, but as real. For 
Heaven can be, and doubtless is, very 
differently constituted from earth, and 
yet be just as real. Such a contrast is 
found in His admonition to lay up treas- 
ure in Heaven rather than earth. Earth 
is unsafe as a place for treasure. Thieves 
break through, and steal. Moth and rust 
corrupt. But in contrast with earth, 
Heaven is a place of absolute safety and 
we are enjoined to make our treasure 
the kind that pertains to Heaven, not 
to earth. Such a contrast as our Lord 
thus draws between earth and Heaven 
requires Heaven to be as real as earth, 
even though it also teaches that Heaven 
is very different from earth. 

Or take that familiar passage, John 
fourteen. The disciples were sad at the 
thought that their Lord was soon to 
leave them. He comforts them by say- 
ing, “In my Father’s house are many 
abiding places, . ..I go to prepare a 
place for you” (R.V.). Christ is going 
to prepare a place for His people, and 
He promises to take them there, “that 
where I am, there ye may be also.” This 
assures us of the reality of Heaven. 
Indeed our Lord says, “If it were‘not so, 
I would have told you.” If the hope of 
a better life beyond were unfounded, if 
it were mere wishful thinking; I would 
have told you, would have undeceived 
you. But ho, your hope is well founded. 
Heaven is real and blessed indeed. Such 
seems to be the implication of the words, 
“If it were not so, I would have told 
you.” 

Again, recall that Christ knew of what 
He spoke. He came from Heaven, and 
He assures us the hope of Heaven is not 
a hope in something unreal, a hope 
doomed to disappointment, but a hope 
gloriously real. Both the facts about 
Christ, and His teachings assure us of 
the reality of Heaven. 


But we must lay to heart also that 
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throuoh Christ alone can men reach 
Heaven. He only can fit us for the soci- 
ety of Heaven. He only can make 
Heaven desirable to us, and make us de- 
sirable to Heaven. When, in John four- 
teen, Thomas said, “We know not 
whither thou goest; and how can we 
know the way?” the’ Lord replied: “I 
am the way.” There is the first thing 
to lay to heart about getting to Heaven. 
Christ is the way. “No man cometh 
unto the Father, but by me,” He says. 
Thus, rejecting Him, men reject the way 
to God and shut the door of Heaven in 
their own faces. But receiving Christ,

Is Transfusion Wrong? 


I have always abhorred the idea of 
eating blood, believing it to be gener- 
rohibited. However, how does 
ory transfusion and the blood ele- 
aaa involved in vaccines for man 
diseases, and their general acknowl- 
edged effectiveness etting rid of 
— diseases and building up 
h to resist at weakness, tie 
ne with the prohibition of the use of 
blood? Is such use of blood a sort of 
prop! hetic or typical “eating my body 
lood” as sustaining a Christian’s 
life? Is it limited to spiritual, life?— 
An Ohio reader. 


There is an obvious, physiological. dif- 
ference between eating: blood and using 
it for transfusion. When it is eaten, it 
is taken into the mouth and the digestive 
system; but in transfusion it, is taken 
into the veins, and thus into the circu- 
latory system. These are two entirely 
different things, and the Tuues believes 
that the prohibitions in the Bible con- 
cerning the eating of blood do not apply 
to transfusions. Eating is an ordinary, 





_everyday process, while transfusion is 


an extraordinary, medical pronpes used 
in extreme cases. 

Transfusion may possibly be taken as 
an illustration of John 6:64: “Whoso 
eateth my flesh, and drinketh my blood, 
hath eternal life; and I will raise him 
up, at the last day. For my flesh is meat 
and drink, and my blood is drink indeed. 
He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh 
my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in him.” 
But transfusion can be no more than 
an illustration, for there is no possible 
connection between the practice of giv- 
ing one’s blood to another today, as a 
medical aid, and the atonement made by 
Christ's shed blood, or the method by 
which He sustains the Christian life in 
a believer. When He poured out His 
life blood on the cross, He paid the pen- 
alty of our sin. When He spoke of eat- 
ing His flesh and drinking His blood, He 
could ouiy have meant the appropriation 
by faith of His atoning sacrifice and the 
living, day-by-day trust by which the 
believer receives His life and is.- thus 
enabled to walk in newness of life. 
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The Present Program 
The ministry. and goal of the Church in this present dispensation 


ST what is God’s purpose in this 

present time? Our God is a God 

not of confusion, but of order. If 
He has a program, and if that program 
is revealed in His Word, we do well 
that we take heed thereunto (2 Pet. 
1:19)... That He has such a program is 
beyond question, and that His program 
is revealed in the Scriptures is equally 
certain. 

It was because of confusion in the 
minds of the early disciples that the 
first great “Church Council” of the 15th 
chapter of the Acts was held. The Gos- 
pel had burst its Jewish bounds, and a 
great church had sprung up at Antioch 
of Syria, made up of converts from the 
Gentiles. But “certain men which came 
down from Judza” insisted that these 
Gentiles could not be saved through 
faith alone; they must first become Jews 
and submit to the Law of Moses. As a 
result of this it was decided that Paul 
and Barnabas and others should go up 
to Jerusalem to consult with the apostles 
and elders about this question. The 
New Testament had not yet been writ- 
ten, and therefore it was a matter for 
these authorized representatives of the 
risen Lord to settle. 

It is not difficult to understand the 
perplexity in the minds of the men mak- 
ing up.the Council, They were wonder- 
ing about God’s plan for this Christian 
dispensation. They had been expecting 
a kingdom to be. established, with Is- 
rael’s Messiah occupying “the throne of 
his father David” (Luke 1:31-33). Their 
hopes had been dashed to the ground 
when He was crucified; then they had 
been begotten again unto a lively hope 
by His resurrection from the dead (1 Pet. 
1:3); but even after His resurrection 
He had done nothing about the King- 
dom. What had become of the King- 
dom? Was not this Messiah the “Right- 
eous Branch,” the King, of Jeremiah 23: 
5, 6? Was He not the Child, the Son, 
and the King, of Isaiah 9:6, 7? 

These confused believers knew of the 
events of Acts 1:1-11; when in response 
to a question about the Kingdom the 
Lord had said, “It is not for you to 
know: the times or the seasons.” They 
knew about the testimony of the “two 
men ... : in white apparel” — that this 
same Jesus would come again. But 
something like fifteen years had passed, 
and He had not returned. What had 
become of the Kingdom? 

As for this new thing, called “the 
church,” they knew almost nothing 
about it. ‘The Lord Jesus had barely 
mentioned it twice. In Matthew 16:18 
He had said, “I will build my church,”

and in Matthew 18:17 He had said, “Tell 
it unto the church.” And that was all. 

Could it be that the Church and the 
Kingdom were the same thing? Might 
it not be that, if the Gentile believers 
could be brought into the commonwealth 
of Judaism, then the Old Testament 
promises of the Kingdom could be con- 
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sidered fulfilled in whatever blessing 
might come to the Church? 


That is what is called “spiritualizing” 
the promises of God. It may be that 
here is where postmillennialism was 
born. : 


The problem facing the Council was 
solved in part by a brief speech from 
Simon Peter, in which he referred to his 
journey ~to Czeesarea where he had 
preached to a Gentile audience in the 
house of Cornélius the Centurion (Acts 
10). This had been about five years 
before the meeting of the Jerusalem 
Council of the 15th chapter. In verses 
7-11, after there had been much disput- 
ing, Peter rose up and said: “Men and 
brethren, ye know how that a good while 
ago God made choice among us, that 
the Gentiles by my mouth should hear 
the word of the gospel, and believe. 
And God, which knoweth the hearts, 
bare them witness, giving them the Holy 
Ghost, even as he did unto us; and put 
no difference between us and them, puri- 
fying their hearts by faith. Now there- 
fore why tempt ye God, to put a yoke 
upon the neck of the disciples, which 
neither our fathers nor we were able 
to bear? But we believe that through 
the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall be saved, even as they.” 


But the situation was perfectly clari- 
fied by the speech of James, recorded 
in verses 13-18, constituting one of the 
most important paragraphs in the whole. 
Bible: 


“Men and brethren, hearken unto me: 
Simeon [meaning Simon Peter] hath de- 
clared how God at’ the first did visit 
the Gentiles, to take out of them a peo- 
ple for his name. And to this agree 
the words of the prophets; as it is writ- 
ten, After this I will return, and will 
build again the tabernacle of David, 
which is fallen down; and I will build 
again the ruins thereof, and I will set 
it up: that the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord, and all the Gentiles, 
upon whom my name is called, saith the 
Lord, who doeth all these things. Known 
unto God are all his works from the 
beginning of the world.” 


So, there it is. This is God’s purpose 
for this age; this is “The Present Pro- 
gram.” It was settled on that mem- 
orable day in the Church Council in 
Jerusalem, that Christians are free from 
the Law of Sinai. Sin shall not have 
dominion over, them, for they are net 
under the Law, but under grace (Rom. 
6:14). 


And it was settled also that the Church 
is not the Kingdom. The Church is 
the bride of Christ, and will therefore 
be His queen, reigning with Him over 
the Kingdom when the Kingdom is 
manifested. “It is not God’s present plan 
to gather out a,company of’ subjects to 
be ruled over in the coming Kingdom; 
but rather to gather out a company of 
co-rulers to reign with Christ over the 
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coming Kingdom (Rev. 5:10; compare 1 
Cor. 6:2, 3). 

It is true that, in a sense, there is 
already a Kingdom here, but it is here 
only in mystery form: When the King 
Himself comes again to earth, He will 
take up His power and reign as King 
of kings and Lord of lords, sitting upon 
“the throne of his father David” (Isa. 
9:6, 7; Luke 1:31-33). Then the Kingdom 
will be here in manifest form, and His 
redeemed ones will share in His glory 
by sharing in His reign. 

Let us now consider James’ speech 
(Acts 15:13-18), and see how it sets 
forth God’s present purpose: 

1. God is now visiting the Gentiles, 
“to take out of them a people for his 
name.” That is clear enough. God is 
not now saving the world. True, He is 
offering salvation to the whole world, 
telling men that His Son is “the propi- 
tiation . . . for the sins of the whole 
world” (1 John 2:2); that He came into 
the world not “to eondemn the world; 
but that the world through him might 
be saved” (John 3:17; 2 Cor. 5:19); and 
that He tasted “death for every man” 
(Heb, 2:9). 

All that is true. ,But it is also true 
that the world is rejecting Him, and 
that therefere the world is “condemned 
already” (John 3:18). Only those who 
receive the gift of God are saved. These 
are gathered out for His name, and be- 
come members of Christ Himself, “mem- 
bers of his body, of his flesh, and of 
his bones” (Eph. 5:30). These constitute 
“the church, which is his body, the ful- 
ness of him that filleth all in all” (Eph. 
1:22, 23). These are they who shall 
reign with Him. 

2. All this is in perfect harmony with 
the Old Testament predittions concern- 
ing God’s purpose. As James puts it, “To 
this agree the words of the prophets.” 
Mind that word, “prophets.” It is plural — 
“the prophets.” And then, taking a passage 
from a single prophet (Amos 9:11, 12), 
James adapts it to epitomize the testi- 
mony of all the prophets on the subject. 
He quotes, “After this I will return.” 
That is plain. When the task of gath- 
ering out a people for His name has 
been accompKshed, the Lord will come 
again to do the next thing in the divine 
plan. Carefully note that word; “return.” 
It means that whatever the next step 
may be, it is to be accomplished not in 


Heaven-but on earth. He must return | 


to the earth to do it. 

And: what is this “next step”? It is 
this: He “will build again the taber- 
nacle of David, which is fallen down”; 
He “will build again the ruins thereof”; 
and He “will set it up.” 

What is meant by “the tabernacle of 
David”? It is an unusual expression. 
We are familiar with the Tabernacle of 
Moses, but David had*no part in that; 
and we know about the Temple of Solo- 
mon, but David was not permitted to 
build that; therefore the “tabernacle of 
David” must be something else. 
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Don’t forget that the tabernacle of 
David, whatever it may have been, was 
“fallen down” and in “ruins” and needed 
someone to “set it up.” So it could not 
have been in Heaven, despite what many 
commentators would have us believe. 

In Isaiah 16:5 “the tabernacle of Da- 
vid” is mentioned. I quote: “In mercy 
shall the throne be established: and he 
shall sit upon it in truth in the taber- 
nacle of David, judging, and seeking 
judgment, and hasting righteousness.” 
Obviously this is a reference to the Mes- 
siah, sitting upon a throne in the taber- 
nacle of David. 

Then, in Psalm 78:59-71, we read that 
in disciplining His people God “forsook 
the tabernacle of Shiloh. . . . More- 
over he refused the tabernacle of Joseph, 
and chose not the tribe of Ephraim: but 
chose the tribe of Judah, the mount 
Zion which he loved. And he built his 
sanctuary like high palaces, like the 
earth which he hath established for ever. 
He chose David also his servant, and 
took him from the sheepfolds: from 
following the ewes great with young he 
brought him to feed Jacob his people, 
and Israel his inheritance.” 

Again, there is a third passage throw- 
ing light upon our question. It is in 
Isaiah 33:20-22: “Look upon Zion, the 
city of our solemnities: thine eyes shall 
see Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a tab- 
ernacle that shall not be taken down; not 
one of the stakes thereof shall ever be 
removed, neither shall any of the cords 
thereof be broken. But there the glori- 
ous LORD will be unto us a place of 
broad rivers and streams; wherein shall 
go no galley with oars, neither shall 
gallant ship. pass thereby. For the LORD 
is our judge, the LORD is our lawgiver, 
the LORD is our king; he will save us.” 

“The tabernacle of David” then is 
equivalent to the more familiar phrase, 
“the house of David,” which was over- 
thrown by the armies of Nebuchadnez- 
zar about six hundred years before our 
Lord’s first coming, and which even now 
is “fallen down” and “the ruins thereof” 
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have never to this day been “set up.” 


All this awaits the second coming: 


of Christ, when He shall be manifested 
as our Judge, our Lawgiver, and our 
King. \ 

The ultimate purpose of our God is 
revealed in the final words of James’ 
enlightening message, verses 17, 18: 
“That the residue of men might seek 
after the Lord, and all the Gentiles, upon 
whom my name is called, saith the Lord, 
who doeth:all these things. Known unto 
God are all his works from the begin- 
ning of the world.” 

What a glorious prospect! This is the 
goal at the end of the road. This is 
what the Seer of Patmos saw and de- 
scribed in Revelation 5:13: “And every 
creature which is in heaven, and on the 
earth, and under the earth, and such 
as are in the sea,’ and all that are in 
them, heard I saying, Blessing, and hon- 
our, and glory, and power, be unto him 
that sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb for ever and ever.” 

In the meantime, let every Christian 
remember his own part in “the present 
program.” In order that the Church 
may be completed, we must see to it 
that the good news of the Gospel is 
told everywhere. Our marching orders 
are not sealed orders. They were issued 
by the Captain of our salvation in the 


_ words of Acts 1:7, 8 (American Standard 


Version): “It is not for you to know 
times or seasons, which the Father hath 
set within his own authority. But ye 
shall receive power, when the Holy 
Spirit is come upon you: and ye shall 
be my witnesses, both in Jerusalem, and 
in all Judza and Samaria, and unto the 
uttermost part of the earth.” 

This is, in military language, an order. 
And it is an order, not only for 
professional preachers and missionaries. 
The order is not for them only; it is for 
us; it is for you; it is for me. May God 
give us—each of us—grace to know 
His will, and to do it! “He that win- 
neth souls is wise.”

~ Getting the Word to Overlooked Tribes 


How the Wycliffe Bible Translators are preparing translations and 
missionaries for the uttermost parts 


IKE those of whom Jesus testified in 

John 17:14, believers in this genera- 
tion have received the Word in trust 
for others. As yet, however, we have 
failed in our task of passing it on to a 
thousand, or more, overlooked tribes in 
various parts of the world It is futile 
to talk about evangelizing the world, 
‘or fulfilling the Great Commission, with- 
out making definite plans for giving 
God’s Word to these tribes in their own 
language. 


Until 1984, there was no organization 
that specializea on this problem. The

great Bible societies and mission boards 
had done a great deal toward translat- 
ing the Bible into the two thousand and 
more languages of earth, for it would 
be impossible to do successful and abid- 
ing missionary work among any people 
without giving them the Bible in a lan- 
guage they could understand, but this 
was only one of their many duties, Mis- 
sionaries like Morrison, Carey, and Jud- 
son, those gifted and stalwart pioneers 
who are an unending inspiration to the 
missionary cause, found that it was nec- 
essary for them to undertake translation

work at the very start. Carey was par- 
ticularly burdened along this line, and 
was instrumental in producing transla- 
tions of at least portions of the Scrip- 
tures in over thirty languages of India. 


What Carey did for India, Morrison 
for China, and Judson for Burma has 
been repeated hundreds of times, until 
now over a thousand languages possess 
some part of the Scriptures, and nearly 
five hundred have the whole New Tes- 
tament. When the major languages re- 
ceived the Scriptures, however, the ten- 
dency was for the missionaries to 
become so engrossed in propagating 
Bible truth among these larger groups 
that there was no time left for -them 
to learn the difficult unwritten languages 
of small, isolated tribes. These were 
left to die without the Word, or.some- 
how to learn a language in which the 
Scriptures existed. 

Aware of this gap in the missionary 
program, some missionaries and mission- 
ary-minded believers founded an organ- 
ization a few years ago called the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators, which con- 
centrates its attention on the problem of 
Bible translation for the un-Bibled tribes 
of the earth. This organization does 
not compete with existing missionary 
and Bible societies, but supplements and 
serves them. { 

Primarily,. Wycliffe Bible Translators 
provides training in the modern science 
of descriptive linguistics for missionaries 
and missionary candidates of all the 
evangelical boards. Its main course is 
given in the Summer Institute of Lin- 
guistics at the University of Oklahoma, 
but the work is also made available for 
Canadians at the Canadian branch of the 
Summer Institute of Linguistics in Sas- 
katchewan. Last summer about three 
hundred missionaries 
from about thirty different boards and 
churches. took the courses. 

The second type of service that the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators renders to 
the missionary cause is sending out 
young people who have successfully 
completed its courses and who wish to 
specialize on the hard task of reducing 
unwritten languages of primitive peo- 
ples fo writing, translating the Scrip- 
tures into these languages, and teaching 
the people how to read their own lan- 
guage. The Bible societies have gladly 
offered to take care of printing the trans- 
lations, and the different missions stand 
ready to distribute and propagate them. 

In Mexico there are more than a hun- 
dred Wycliffians pioneering for Christ, 
scattered among more than forty Indian 
tribes, from Chiapas to Sonora. Two 
tribes in the United States have Wy- 
cliffians laboring among them, and, in 
Peru, there are now twenty-three lin- 
guistic pioneers endeavoring to give the 
Word to seven semisavage tribes of the 
Amazonian jungle. _The work in Mex- 
ico has been established for eleven years, 
so that many tribes are already receiv- 
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ing at least portions of the Scriptures. 
In twenty of these languages, materials 
have also been prepared .for teaching 
these tribes to read. 


The work in Peru was begun in April 
of 1946. An amphibian airplane has 
been secured for trarfsportation, where 
travel by canoe and trail would require 
weeks of hazardous toil and exposure. 
A base has been established in the jungle 
at a central point, and a fine Christian 
doctor is opening'a clinic there to take 
care of the translators, and also for the 
Indians who need medical help. A radio 
transmitter is being secured for instal- 
lation at the base in order to keep the 
plane and outstations in touch with the 
base at all times and to insure greater 
safety for all. Four smaller radio sets 
have also been purchased for the out- 
stations. One of our members has pre- 
pared primers in the two main languages 
spoken in the highlands, and these are 
being printed by Government agencies 
in large quantities. Two of the Wy- 
cliffe workers have just completed a 
literacy campaign in the Aymara lan- 
guage, using these primers with great 
success. Half of the Indian children 
they taught learned to read in their own 
language in seventeen days. 

Some forty tribes in Peru remain with- 
out translators; over two hundred in 
South Amerita as a whole. Still others 
await workers in Mexico; and out beyond 
the seas, hundreds of tribes in Africa, 
Siberia, India, and the islands of the 
sea aré waiting for their first crumb 
of the Bread of Life. Wycliffe Bible 
Translators is praying for 150 more 
young men and women to answer the 
Macedonian call of these tribes this year. 
Other organizations are also anxious to 
see recruits go forth, to hasten the day 
when we can say to our Lord, as He

Beginners Are Bluebirds

6¢T LUEBIRDS of happiness are most 
appropriate for the Beginners.” 
So thought one superintendent and set 
about creating the department quarters 
into a headquarters for bluebirds, the 
joy-bringers of bird life. First was a 
bluebird attendance chart. This wa: 
something new and novel. A _ well- 
formed branch of a tree was shellackec. 
This was to give it a glossy finish and 
prevent drying out. It was “planted” 
in a pretty jar, and placed on a small 
table in a corner. From blue paper 
birds were cut. The name of each child 
was written across a wing in white ink, 
and a ribbon loop attached so that it 
could be hung on the tree. The chil- 
dren who arrived early were given their 
bluebird and allowed to hang it on the 
tree. Latecomers had to forego this 
exciting experience. Naturally it helped 
to overcome tardiness, for every child 
liked to hang his own card on the tree 
rather than have a helper do so, 

When a child entered the department - 
he was given a certificate of member- 
ship, a little folder cut from blue paper 
in the shape of a bird and stating that 
he had been enrolled as a member. 

Bluebird seals were used on messages 
to be taken home, on invitations to 
parties or special events, and occasion- 
ally one was pasted to story paper. 

Bluebirds cut from blue cotton were 
appliqued to the white curtains and to 
the chair covers. The effect was delight.

Approach to the Lesson 


ANY years elapsed between the 

anointing of David ahd his 

crowning as king—and even 
then, after Saul was dead, it was only 
as king of Judah that David reigned for 
the first seven years, while the rest 
of the tribes followed Ish-bosheth, one 
of the surviving sons of Saul. But 
through the defection of Abner, captain- 
general of the armies of Isfael, all the 
tribes came to Hebron to make David 
king of all Israel. This enabled him to 
put into effect a strong program of con- 
solidation, and to put the nation on a 
footing where the surrounding nations 
were no longer sources of fear and con- 
sternation. 

There was something in the person- 
ality of the new king that won men’s 
hearts and drew people to him. He had 
learned valuable lessons in the years 
of his suffering and rejection that stood 
him in good stead in the time of rec- 
ognition as the anointed of the Lord, 
when prosperity crowned his efforts and 
success rewarded his faithfulness. 

Throughout all his life, David recog- 
nized God as the real King of Israel 
and considered himself as a mere deputy 
or representative or the throne of 
Heaven, whose duty it was to rule the 
people according to the Law of the Lord, 
administering justice, showing mercy, 
and maintaining the honor of God’s 
house. His example of subjection to 
the Lord and conscientious adherence to 
the divinely given program resulted in 
great and lasting blessing to Israel and

united: the twelve tribes for the first 
time into a truly great nation, respected 
by their former foes and rapidly de- 
veloping a civilization far beyond any- 
thing known in the days of the judges 
and of King Saul. 


The Historic=! Setting 


Saul fell, on Mt. Gilboa, about 1056 
B.C. David was crowned at Hebron 
very shortly afterward as king of Judah. 
For seveh years there was a civil war 
between the followers of David and those 
who recognized Saul’s son Ish-bosgheth 
as rightful king. Upon the murder of 
the latter (something David greatly re- 
gretted), the son of Jesse became king 
over the entire nation. 


Verse by Verse 

2 Sam. 5:6.—“The king and his men 
went to Jerusalem unto the Jebusites.” 
Up to this time, only a part of what was 
afterward included in the city of Jeru- 
salem was actually possessed by Israel. 
Mount Zion was a stronghold of the Jebu- 
sites, who taunted the men of Judah, 
declaring that even their lame and blind 
people could defend the citadel against 
David’s men. He, however, determined 
to oust these ancient enemies from their 
fortress and take possession of it in the 
hame of the God of Israel. 


Verse’ 7.—“Nevertheless David took 


a 


the strong hold of Zion.” When he suc- 
ceeded in his avowed object, he made 
Zion his own capital. From this tithe 
on it comes into special prominence as 
the mount of sovereign grace, triuthph- 
ing over all human opposition. 


Verse 8.—Because of the taunt of the 
Jebusites, David offered a special re- 
ward to “whosoever getteth up to the 
gutter,” that is, to the aqueduct through 
which they might enter thé city, and 
so should overcome “the blind and the 
lame,” epithets he used to describe the 
whole Jebusite force. In after yéats, 
the remnant of the Jebusites, still so 
stigmatized, were shut out from the 
house of God as unfit to mingle with the 
chosen race of Israel. It was of God 
that these idolaters should be driven 
out of that Mount Zion which He had 
chosen for the place of His throne (Psa. 
2:6; 132:13). 


Verse 9.—“So David dwelt in the fort, 
and called it the city of David.” . This 
became the place of the royal residence. 
From there David built an enlarged city, 
taking in the various hills round about 
from Millo and inward. Millo, or ptop- 
erly, the Millo, may have been another 
Jebusite tower, or hilly fortification, but 
the exact meaning and location is un- 
certain. 


Verse 10.—“‘David ... grew great, and 
the Lord God of hosts was with him.” 
As David walked in obediénce to God, . 
he prospered and became the outstahd- 
ing monarch of his time. 

Verse 17—“The Philistines came up to 
seek David.” When these hereditary 
foes of Israel heard that David had be- 
come king, they at once prepated to 
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seek to overthrow him in order to bring 
Israel into subjection to themselves, 

Verse 18.—“The Philistines . . . spread 
themselves in the valley of Rephaim.” 
This was the region southwest of Jeru- 
salem, where the aboriginal inhabitants 
of the land, who were of great stature, 
had once dwelt. 

Verse 19.—“David enquired of the 
Lord.” The young king sought to ob- 


- ‘tain the mind of God as to what to do 


in this emergency. The Lord commanded 
him to “go up” against the Philistines, 
promising that the enemy would be de- 
feated. 


Verse 20.—“David smote them ,. . and 


said, The Lord hath broken forth upon. 


mine enemies before me.” David took 
no credit to himself, but gave the Lord 
al] the glory for the great victory that 
ensued.. 

Verse 21—“They left their images, and 
David and his men burned them.” These 
evidences of idolatry were destroyed, 
thus demonstrating the powerlessness of 
the false gods of the heathen, and also, 
doubtless, that they might not become 
a snare to any in Israel. 


Verse 22.—“The Philistines came up 
yet again.” These implacable enemies 
of God and His people determined to 
make another effort to retrieve their 


“fortunes. 


Verse 23.—“Fetch a compass.” On this 
occasion the Lord commanded David not 
to meet the foe in open conflict, but to 
use strategy, going around their encamp- 
ment and taking them by surprise. 

Verse 24.—“When thou hearest a sound 
of a going in the tops of the mulberry 
trees.” At a signal, divinely given, David 
was to fall upon the Philistines, assured 
that he should overcome them. 

Verse 25.—“David did so, as the Lord 
had. commanded him.” Acting in obe- 
dience to the word of the Lord, another 
great victory was won, as a result of 


, which the Philistines were completely 


defeated end David's authority extended 
throughout all Palestine. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

When God is given His rightful place 
in wne’s life, He will work out His own 
plans in blessing. Nothing can turn Him 
from His purpose. In the life of David 
we see the Lord’s acting in sovereign 
grace, taking up an unknown shepherd 


‘lad, entering into covenant with him, 


and after preserving him through many 
difficulties, bringing him into favor with 
al] Israel and placing him upon the 
throne of the kingdom. Through him 
the formerly jealous tribes were united 
into a strong and a great nation, walk- 
ing in the fear of God.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 

The Place of Mt. Zion in the Old Tes- 
tament. From the time of David's vic- 
tory over the Jebusites, Mt. Zion ,oc- 
cupies a very special and important place 
in history and in proplecy.- As David's 
capital, it stood for the unity of all Is- 
rael, and it became the symbol of the 
divine favor. In contrast with the failure 
of the priesthood at Shiloh (Psa. 78: 
60-66) Zion was selected by God, in 
grace, as the center which He recog- 
nized in a very definite way (vs. 67, 68). 
When the kingdom also failed, the 
prophets looked forward to the day 
when Mt. Zion is to become once more 
the center of blessing for the whole 
earth (Isa. 2:2-4; 4:5; 59:20). 

Mt. Zion in the New Testament. In 
the New Testament Mt. Zion is used in 
a symbolic sense as expressing the idea 
of sovereign grace in contrast to the 
legal covenant of Sinai (Heb. 12;18, 19, 
22). In the Apocalypse it tells of the 
triumph of grace when the Lamb returns 
to bless Israel and the nations, after the 
horrors of the Great Tribulation (Rev. 
14:1-5). The difference in spelling, ' Mt. 
Zion and Mt. Sion, is because of the dif- 
ferences in the Hebrew and Greek pro- 
nunciations of the name. 


Applications and Summaries 

David, looked at in his official capacity, 
is a type of God’s true King, our Lord 
Jesus Christ, “Great David’s Greater 
Son.” 

The sorrows that David passed through 
were used of God to fit him for the great 
responsibility he was to take up as king 
oVer all Israel.

Say, Fellows,— 
Wade C. Smith to Boys and Girls 


F ALL the characters in the Bible, 

David was doubtless the most ver- 
satile. And in each of his many remark. 
able qualities he soared to the top. In 
whatever he undertook to do he “went 
the limit,” although in at least one sad 
instance he dropped to the nadir of deg- 
radation. Take his range with so crude 
a weapon as the sling: from play tar- 
gets on the ground or in the air he 
progressed until even in his early young 
manhood he had slain an armored giant 
and put to rout the hordes of the Philis- 
tine armies— with that sling! 


As a musician and a poet, from the 
boyish twanging of the strings on per- . 
haps a homemade harp he played and 
sang his way from sheepcote to the royal 
palace, then soared to the central place 
in the Holy Scriptures as the “sweet 
psalmist of Israel” (2 Sam..23:1). The 
Psalms of David are immortal. They 
take their place in the prophecies of a 
coming Saviour, and are the instruments 
of His honor and praise as King of kings. 

As a monarch he marshaled his armies 
and his resources with the consummate 
skill of both warrior and statesman, and 
subdued his enemies on every hand. 
Under his wise and skillful reign the 
kingdom, of Israel rose to its greatest 
strength and power; the kingdoms and 
the tribes far beyond the boundaries of 
his empire came to pay tribute and. to 
enrich his treasury with their gifts. As 
a man he was considerate of his people, 
and as a victor he was magnanimous 
to a defeated foe. He was the high priest 
of fair play. 

He was a fine specimen of physical 
manhood, a faithful and loyal friend, and 
emotional to a-high degree. When he 
and Jonathan, his beloved friend; were 
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obliged to separate, David. outwept him 
(1 Sam. 20:41). David had not only a 
fine strategic mind, but also a keen sense 
of humor and of satire. Listen to him 
taunt the powerful Abner in the wilder- 
ness’ of Ziph (1 Safm. 26:13-16). And 
among his many other talents he was a 
superb actor, and he made it count in 
a time of dire peril. Look at him be- 
fore Achish, the king of Gath (1 Sam. 
21: 12-15). 


For getting out of difficulties he was 
as slippery as an eel. In those early 
days Saul’s javelin zoomed within inches 
of his agile body, but, missing, imbed- 
ded its point in the wall beyond (1 Sam. 
18:11; 19:10. See also 1 Sam. 23). David 
had many thrilling escapes. The Lord 
God was protecting David all the way, 
and shaping his course; and David sought 
God’s counsel at every turn. 


But David had one serious lapse which 
was well nigh fatal. As in everything 
else which David did, he went the limit; 
he struck bottom. He allowed the old 
serpent of lust to come into his heart 
and spoiled what might have been al- 
most a perfect life. The Bible is a faith- 
ful “biographer,” and paints a true pic- 
ture of the natural man, whether he be 
a prince or a pauper. There never was 
but one perfect man, and that was Jesus 
Christ the God-man. David in taking to 
himself the wife of Uriah. the Hittite — 
and in the manner of his taking her — 
broke at once four of the Ten Com- 
mandments: the 6th, 7th, 8th, and 10th. 
But the Lord severely punished him for 
it, and his penitence and broken-hearted 
confession were very complete, and 
beautifully expressed in his 51st Psalm. 
That Psalm has shown “the way out” 
to many a crushed and broken sinner. 


After all, the finest thing that can be 
said about David was said by God, and 
is quoted by Paul in his sermon at Anti- 
och in Pisidia (Acts 13:22, 23): “I have 
found David the son of Jesse, a man 
after mine own heart, which shall fulfil 
all my will. Of this man’s seed hath 
God according to his promise raised unto 
Israel a Saviour, Jesus.” 

Thus in summing up David's life, the 
good with the bad, we walk point-blank 
inte the fact that a human being, even 
with his imperfections, can be a man 
after God’s own heart. The contribut- 
ing, evidence shown in our lesson today 
is found in verses 19, 23, and 25 of this 
5th chapter of 2nd Samuel. Verse 19, 
“David enquired of the Lord.” Verse 
23, “David enquired of the Lord.” In 
the first case, the Lord said “Go up.” 
In the second, the Lord said, “Thou shalt 
not go up.” Verse 25, “And David did so, 
as the Lord had commanded him; and 
srhote the Philistines from Geber until 
thou come to Gazer.” No wonder Da- 
vid could write in his 37th Psalm, verses 
23, 24, “The steps of a good man are 
ordered by the Lord: and he delighteth 
in his way. Though he fall, he shall 
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not be utterly cast down: for the Lord 


upholdeth him with his hand.”

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do all we can to serve Thee in rescuing 
the perishing, and may great numbers in 
our land and others soon learn to hal- 
low Thy name and to trust Thy Son, 
for whose sake we ask these things.. 
Amen. 


After the Lesson.—As a boy, I was 
given the book, “From Log Cabin. to 
White House,” the story of a noble 
American Presidént. It made interest- 
ing reading, for we always’ enjoy the 
story of someone who has moved up 
from a lowly beginning to a place of 
power, honor, and usefulness. This story 
of David we have studied might be 
called, “From Sheepcote to Palace,” for 
God once said to him, “I took thee from 
the sheepcote., . . to be ruler over my 
people” (2 Sam. 7:8). David began life 
in lowly circumstances, but became a 
powerful and honored king of God’s 
people. What was his secret? The 
Golden Text tells us, “David went on, 
and grew great, and the Lord God of 
hosts was with him.” It was God’s pres- 
ence, God’s guidance, God’s blessing that 
brought David to greatness. No ore is 
ever truly great without God. People 
may, like Hitler, come to worldly power 
ahd greatness without God, but not to 
true and abiding greatness. For true 
greatness is the greatness of goodness. 
Note that David, unlike Saul, took care 
to acknowledge God in all his ways. He 
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told the giant he came against him in 
the name of the Lord. He would take 
no. revenge against Saul when he had 
him in his power, because he was the 
Lord’s anointed. He patiently waited 
God’s time for giving him the kingdom. 
He carefully sought and followed God’s 
directions in fighting Israel’s foes. He 
used his power to rule for God, not to 
profit and glorify himself. When he 
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fell into sin, he could not rest till he 
had sought God in deep and true re- 
pentance. That is why God was with 
David to bless him and make him great. 
We may never be among the big names 
of this world, but we may have our 
name in God’s records as believers on 
His Son and doers of good. Put your 
life under God’s-rule, and you will have 
His presence and through Him come into 
the greatness of goodness.

Topic and Scripture: 


David and Prince Jonathan 
(1 Sam, 18:1-4; 20:11-17) 





SALM 1 would be appropriate mem- 

ory work to accompany these lessons. 
It is easily illustrated by pictures for 
a booklet or poster. “The Lord know- 
eth the way of the righteous: but the 
way of the ungodly shall perish” (Psa. 
1:6) may be matched with 1 Samuel 16: 
7; and “Whatsoever he doeth shall pros- 
per” (Psa. 1:3) with 1 Samuel 16:18, 
leading to a’ review of the principal 
points of last week’s story. . 

War ‘came, and when the older boys 
joined King Saul’s army, David went 
back home to the old job of taking care 
of his father’s sheep. One day his dad 
sent him with food to see how his 
brothers were getting along in the army. 
There David saw the Philistine giant 
nine feet tall, who was daring any one 
man to come out and fight him. And 
you boys know how David prospered 
when he tackled the giant! Victorious 
David, carrying the Philistine’s head in 
his hand, was brought to Saul. Prince 
Jonathan was there, too, and how he ad- 
mired the brave young man who had 
dared fight the giant with only a sling- 
shot! Jonathan was no coward either; 
he had done a good job almost single- 
handed himself (1 Sam. 14)... More than 
admiring David, he loyed him. As the 
Bible says, “The soul of Jonathan was 
knit with the soul of David, and Jona- 
than loved him as his own soul.” That 
friendship never unraveled! Jonathan 
showed his love to David by taking off 
his own prince’s robe and putting it on 
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David. He even gave him his own cogs 
and his bow. Swords were scarce i 
those days; a while before there had been 
only two in the country, Saul’s and 
Jonathan’s (1 Sam, 13:19-22). 

Saul was very jealous of Davidgihyepes 
cause people praised him so “ % “Saul 
hath slain his thousands, and David his 
ten thousands” went the words of a new 
popular song. But not Jonathan. “Love 
envieth ‘not” (1 Cor. 13:4, R.V.). And 
when Saul planned to have David killed, 
Jonathan talked his father out of it, re- 
minding him how David had saved his 
country. But as time went on, Saul’s 
sulky, jealous spirit got control of him 
again, and David had to run away to 
save his life. But after a bit David 
sneaked back for a secret interview with 
Jonathan. Could he trust Jonathan? He 
could trust such love! 

How I admire Jonathan! Perhaps it 
wasn’t so hard for David to be hunted, 
knowing God had promised he should 
be king sometime. But think of Jona- 
than, who knew David was to get the 
kingdom away from him, still loving 
David and helping to protect him! 

Shall I tell you how Jonathan helped 
David to find out if it was safe to come 
back? Also what Jonathan made David 
twice promise to do in return for his 
protection then? (Tell the story of Jona- 
than’s sounding out the king’s d si- 
tion, and how he 3ignaled the results to 
David, as told in 1 Samuel 20.) 

I can think of only one other person 
in the Bible who showed greater and 
even more unselfish love and loyalty 
than Jonathan. That one is the Lord 
Jesus. He was willing to give up His 
place for a time in the Father’s Kingdom 
of Heaven. He took off His princely 
robes of glory and came down as a man 
to earth. And‘He has put upon allthose 
who love Him the princely robe of right- 
eousness, His own perfect righteousness, 
in place of our “filthy rags.” How we 
should thank and honor Him for such 
undeserved love! 

And He tells us, “A new command- 
ment I give unto you, That ye love one 
another; as I have loved you, that ye 
also love one another” (John 13:34). Oh, 
it is not easy to love that way, is it? — 
that we would rather another had a good 
thing than to have it ourselves.’ Could 
we at least try to love that way a little 
this week? If we really love the Lord, 
it won’t be so hard; for His love loves 
through us to others. “By love serve 
one another” (Gal. 5:13, Memory Verse). 
Just enough words, one for each finger 
of a hand. Watch that hand this week ! 
Will it grab from another? Or punch? 
Will it give? Will it be helpful?

The Lesson in General 
By Tom M. Olson 
Introduction to the Lesson 


E disciples were accustomed to 
look upon the Temple in Jerusalem 
as the house of God (1 Chron. 6: 
$2). They regarded it as the center of 
their religion; hence it was only natural 
for a disciple to call our Lord’s atten- 
tion to its great stones and buildings. 
This afforded the Lofd Jesus the oppor- 
tunity and gave Him the background for 
the great prophetic discourse with which 
our lesson deals. 

He definitely stated that all these great 
and costly and hewn stones should be 
“thrown down.” The disciples did not 
question His word, but asked: “When?” 
and, “What shall be the sign?” “For 
the Jews require a sign” (1 Cor. 1:22). 

The Lord did not mention a specific 
date, but He did describe conditions 
which shall prevail in the world when 
“all these things shall be fulfilled.” The 
“sign” He gave them is mentioned in 
verse 14. 

Be it remembered, as this lesson is 
discussed, that the Lord Jesus had not 
yet died, nof risen, nor ascended. He 
had not sent down the Holy Spirit; the 
Church was not yet formed. These dis- 
ciples represented the faithful in Israel, 
and in that light the predicted events 
must be interpreted. 

They were warned against false 
christs, wars, earthquakes, and famines. 
They were to be delivered up to coun- 
cils, beaten in synagogues, brought be- 
fore rulers and kings for a testimony 


against them. Their own relatives would - 


betray them to death, and they would 
be hated of all nations for His name’s 
sake. 

That would be the cost of their dis-

cipleship. The world hates Christ and 
His distiples still, hence persecution in 
some form is the common lot of the peo- 
ple of God in every age. ~- 


The Lesson in Detail 


Mark 13:1.—“And as he went out of 
the temple, one of his disciples saith 
unto him, Master, see what manner of 
stones and what buildings are here!” 
“He went out of the temple.” This phys- 
ical act had great spiritual significance. 
The officiating priests could have written 
“Ichabod” across its entrance, for with 
the Lord’s departure, the glory departed 
from it (1 Sam. 4:21). 

The disciple viewing the Temple in 
its past glory could point with pardon- 
able pride to the size of the massive 
stones. Regarding the original stones, 
see 1 Kings 5:17. The Lord’s present 
Temple (Eph. 2:21)‘ has the Lord Jesus 
Christ for the Foundation (1 Cor. 3:11); 
and believers are “living stones” in that 
building (1 Pet. 2:4-8, R.V.). 


Verse 2—“And Jesus answering said 
unto him, Seest thou these great build- 
ings? there shall. not be left one stone 
upon another, that shall not be thrown 
down.” Josephus says that while some 
of the stones were forty-five feet, most 
were thirty-seven and a half feet long, 
twelve feet high, and eighteen ‘broad! 
But all were to come down with a crash. 

Titus, the Roman general, was amazed 
at the massive buildings. At his depart- 
ure after the capture of Jerusalem, he 


y 


left the tenth legion to carry out the 
work of demolition. 


Less than forty years after the Lord . 


uttered those words, Zion was “ploughed 
as a field” and Jerusalem becanie “heaps, 
and the mountain of the house as the 
high places of the forest” (Mic. 3:12). 


Verses 3, 4—*“Peter and James and 
John and Andrew asked him privately, 
Tell us, when shall these things be?” 
The Lord did not say the Temple would 
be destroyed by the Romans in A.D. 70, 
but it is a matter of history that that 
was the time of its destrucion. 


Verses 5-8—“When ye shall hear of 
wars and rumours of wars, be ye not 
troubled: for such things must needs be; 
but the end shall not be yet.” All these 
things did not occur in A.D. 70.. When 
the Lord Jesus mentioned “the end,” as 
He did in the verses just quoted, He 
did not refer to the end of Jerusalem. 
Jerusalem has survived more than a 
score of overthrows, and, regardless of 
what happens to her in the present trou- 
ble, and no matter what she shall ex- 
perience in the Great Tribulation, she 
shall be iestored, for the Lord has said, 
“Judah shall dwell for ever, and Jeru- 
salem from generation to generation” 
(Joel 3:20). 

If Matthew 24:1-3 (Supplementary 
Reading) is consulted at this point, it 
will be seen that the disciples asked 
Him about the “end of the world,” or 
age. It is to that “end” He is referring. 
Thus, the Lord’s prediction carries us 
away beyond A.D. 70; and beyond the 
present day to the time of the Great 
Tribulation, which shall be a time of un- 
precedented trouble. (See Jer. 30:7; Dan. 
12:1; Matt. 24:21.) 

But whether A.D, 30,or 70 or 1947 or 
in the Tribulation period, the Lord’s 
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warning to His disciples against decep- 
tion is applicable. There were, are, and 
shall be ‘deceivers. But implicit faith 
in, and hearty obedience to the Word 
of the Lord will preserve us from decep- 
tion of all kinds. Believers are not to 
be upset by troublous conditions nation- 
ally and internationally, nor by con- 
vulsions in nature. 


Verse 9.—“They shall deliver you up 
to councils; and in the synagogues ye 
shall be beaten: and ye shall be brought 
before rulers and kings for my sake, for 
a testimony against them.” Although 
these words have a\ special application 
to Jewish disciples, present-day disci- 
ples need not be alarmed if they are 
brought before religious and_ civil 
authorities for thé sake of the Lord 
Jesus. 

Less than sixty days after the Lord 
spoke these words, the apostles were 
brought before the Sanhedrin (Acts 4: 
1-7; 5:17, 18). And later the Apostle 
Paul was brought before the same Coun- 
cil (Acts 23:1); also before Festus, 
Agrippa, and finally before Nero. 


Verse 10.—‘And the gospel must first 
be published among all nations.” The 
Apostle Paul by the Spirit of God as- 
sures us that the Gospel which he 
preached has gone out unto “the ends 
of the world” (Rom. 10:18; see also Col. 
1:5,,6, 23). There is nothing, on the 
score of evangelization, to hinder the 
Lord Jesus Christ from coming to re- 
ceive the Church (1 Thess 4: 16-18). 

Matthew ‘reveals that it is the “gos- 
pel of the kingdom” which was under 
consideration. It is the Gospel which 
the faithful remnant of Israel shall pro- 
claim after the Church is raptured. 


Verse 11—“Take no thought before- 
hand what ye shall speak.” This verse 
has been misunderstood by some preach- 
ers. They labor under the delusion that 
it means they .should stand up before 
an audience without forethought or pre- 
meditation and express whatever comes 
into their minds at the time. There are 
numbers of Scriptures to refute that 
notion (Eccles. 12:10, 11; 1 Tim. 4: 13-15; 
2 Tim. 2:15; 1 Pet. 4:11). But when the 
disciples were haled before councils, 
rulers, and kings, this verse would apply. 


Verse 12.—‘Now the brother shall be- 
tray the brother to death, and the father 
the son; and children shall rise up 
against their parents, and shall cause them 
to be put to death.” During the recent 
war, in countries having secret police, 
this principle was followed in a political 
way. For hope of personal gain or ad- 
vancement or to curry favor with 
authorities, brother would betray 
brother. 

During Israel’s greatest time of tribu- 
lation, it will be done religiously. 

Verse 13—“And ye shall be hated of 
all men for my name’s sake: but he that 
shall endure unto the end... shall be 
saved.” The latter part of this verse

has been misunderstood and misapplied 
by. numbers of persons. Forgetting its 
setting and forgetting, too, that at pres- 
ent salvation is by grace, through faith, 
without works (Eph. 2:8, 9), they fear 
to say they are saved, they take no en- 
couragement from all the “assurance” 
texts in the Bible, but vainly imagine 
they must wait until they die, or until 
the Lord comes to see if they have 
“endured unto the end.” 


The tribulation of which the Lord is 
speaking only lasts, at the longest, three 
and a half years (Rev. 13:5-10). They 
have but to endure for that “shortened” 
period of time (Mark 13:20), and they 
shall be delivered or saved out of it by 
the return of their Lord in power and 
great glory. 


Part of the cost of discipleship in any 
age is persecution. The Word says, “Yea, 
and all that will live godly in Christ 
Jesus shall suffer persecution” (2 .Tim. 
3:12).

Be faithful as a believer (Mark 13:13; 
Rev. 2:10; 2 Tim. 4:7, 8).

The ‘prophecy of Mark 13:1, 2 was 
literally fulfilled in A.D. 70 when the 
Temple was destroyed; Christians were 
scattered and persecuted, and Jerusalem 
no longer was the citadel of God’s peo- 
ple. However, this Scripture lesson also 
gives constructive advice for a Heaven- 
centered approach to present-day prob- 
lems for those who would live for Christ. 

“Take heed lest any man deceive you” 
(v. 5). Since we will be meeting folks 
with many beliefs, let us become so well 
acquainted with the Lord Jesus through 
His Word and through prayer that we 
may be sure of our calling in Him an? 
not led away by wrong doctrines (Heb. 
13:8, 9; 2 Pet. 1:10). Not cold philosophy, 
but the warmth of Christ’s perscnality 
is what we need. 

“Take heed to yourselves: for they 
shall deliver you up to councils” (v. 9). 
The dominant tone of this text as we 
have noted is that “in the world ye 
shall have tribulation.” We as disciples 
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may expect to be looked upon as peculiar 
when we take a brave, open stand for 
the right. Christ warned that such treat- 
ment is inevitable if we follow Him (2 
Tim, 3:12). 


“Be ye not troubled . . . there shall 
be famines and troubles” (vs. 7, 8). If a 
mouse unexpectedly jumped at you out of 
a dark place you would no doubt squeal 
with alarm, but if you were expecting 
it to jump out, your nerves would be 
prepared for the sudden appearance. It 
is the unexpected realization that you 
might be hurt that startles more severely 
than actual participation in danger, and 
here Christ wisely warned that terrors 
of many kinds will pounce upon His 
disciples when they least suspect them, 
but if they are spiritually armored for 
attack, and stabilized in Him, earth’s 
frights can never separate them from 
the security of God’s personal concern 
(Rom. 8: 35-39). 


“Take no thought beforehand what 
ye shall speak” (v. 11). This does not 
apply, of course, to class assignments 
which youf teachers give you to pre- 
pare! The Lord Jesus, by this state- 
ment, warned disciples against working 
themselves into a frenzy over a testi- 
mony they must soon give, and against 
worrying whether they would remain 
true to their faith during a crisis. 
Through His Holy Spirit they would 
have access to heavenly resources, and 
as we, His modern disciples, face crises, 
His Spirit within will draw upon the 
background of our understanding of 
Christ and our knowledge of His Word 
to bring to our minds at the right mo- 
ment that which we should say (John 
14: 26). 


Here are two great objectives which 
every Christian, in spite of material 
troubles and opposition of people, must 
remember: “The Gospel must .. . be 
published,” and a disciple must “endure 
unto the end.” Not in the human 
strength of the disciple can these goals 
be accomplished, but through the 
strength of Christ’s Spirit within *(Gal. 
2:20; Phil. 443).

Then she said 
to the Lord, “I would rather belong to 
Thee and be hated by everyone else, 
than to be the most popular girl in 
school without Thee.” 

A Christian boy who lives in our town 
went to a picnic with his class in the 
high school. On the way the rest of 
the class decided to stop and see a show.

“Well, you'll have to, because everyone 
else is going, and you cannot go home 
ahead of the bus.” The Christian boy 
said, “I will just wait in the. bus till 
you come out again.” And he did. For 
two hours he sat outside in the cold bus 
rather than go into a place where he 
could not honor Christ.

Reserved Seat—for a Consideration.

This Week's Questions Answered 


(The questions eré on page 345) 


1. The Temple was a marvelous and beau- 
tiful structure. The buildings were massive, 
as were its columns and gateways. Some 
of the stones, according to Josephus, were 
25 cubits long, 12 cubits wide, and 8 cubits 
high, and a cubit is from 18 to 20 inches 
in lengti. As the sun shone on its marble 
cloisters and terraced courts, lighting up the 
golden spikes on the roof of the Holy Place, 
it was truly one of the ancient wonders 
of the world. 


2. Josephus says that when Jerusalem was 
taken in A.D. 70, the whole city’ was so up- 
heaved and dug up that it was hard to be- 
lieve that it had ever been lived in. Later 
Turnus Rufus had a plowshare draw over 
it. Even the massiveness of the Temple 
walls did not save them. Titus, who took 
the city, had wanted the Temple spared, 
but by accident it was set on fire, and in 
time even the stones were demolished. 


3. They believed that Jerusalem was to 
be the capital of the world, and that King 
Messiah .was to reign there. When the Ro- 
man Empire fell, none other was to rise, 
for Messiah would come immediately to 
reign. 

4. The interval might have been very 
short indeed, for it would not take more 
than fifteen minutes to go from the Temple 
across the brook Cedron, which flows in 
the valley between the Temple site and the 
Mount of Olives. From Olivet the group 
would have a beautiful view. of the Temple 
area of the city of Jerusalem. 


5. Their words do not mean the end of 
the physical world. The Greek word is 
aion, which means “age” or “period of 
time.” The disciples, then, were speaking 
of the end or consummation of this age. 


6. “The time of the end” (Dan. 8:17, e.g.). 


7. (a) Warnings of the perils and suffer- 
ings which accompany the preaching of the 
Gogpel in the days before the destruction 
of Jerusalem, and which apply to the be- 
liever today (Luke 21:12-19). (b) Warnings 
about the coming destruction of Jerusalem 
(Luke 21:20-24). (c) Warnings about wars 
and rumors of wars that are not signs (Mark 
13:7). (d) Warnings of the signs in the 
world of the actual “beginnings of sorrows” 
(Mark 13:8). (e) Signs carried out by and 
upon those who profess the name of Christ 
(Mark 13:9-13). 

8. The thought is not that endurance 
causes a person to be born again, for en- 
durance is a fruit of salvation, and the 
Christian is already saved. It probably ap- 
plies to those who go through the time of 
Tribulation. They are not saved from fur- 
ther persecution, but they are saved from 
spiritual death and from the Day of Judg- 
ment. That they have to look forward to, 
and it is an assurance of hope.

2. Money As the Christian Uses It - 
(Luke 16:1-13; 1 Cor. 16:1, 2)

N THIS second of the series of topics 

on “Partnership With God,” we are 

to think ‘about the Christian’s use of 

money. Next week, the use of time and 
strength are to be considered. 

It 18 well for: us to realize in the very. 
beginning that this particular topic 
touches each of us, whether our re- 
sources are large or small, for the temp- 
tation to accumulate and misuse money 
is not peculiar to the rich. It may be 
a pitfall to the poor also, for God’s 
Wora tells us that it is the “love of 
money” that is the root of all evil, and 
not money itself (1 Tim. 6:10). 

ye 

It may be helpful to consider our topit 
under three subheads: (1) obtaining 
money;. (2) possessing money; and (3) 
spending money. 

1. Obtaining Money.—The Bible makes 
no exception for a Christian in the mat- 
ter of earning money. Under thé cove- 
nant that God made with Adam, man 
was told that he must earn his bread 
by toil (Gen. 3:19), and in the New 
Testament we find the. principles laid 
down that those who will not work are 
not to be supplied with food (2 Thess. 
3:10), and that the “labourer is worthy 
of his hire” (Luke 10:7). There is no 
place for indolence or laziness, even on 
the part of those who may possess suffi- 
cient money to buy what they need. 

We have also in God’s Word the broad 
general principles that will gyide be- 
lievers into those means of earning 
money which God can approve. For 
instance, we are commanded, “Whatso- 
ever ye do, do all to the glory of God” 
(1 Cor. 10:31). We are commanded not 
to steal, and admonished not to put any 
stumbling block in the way of our fel- 
low men. Under such principles the 
believing Christian should be turned 
away from any means of earning money 
that injures or takes advantage of an- 
other, Such as gambling, or the many- 
facture or sale of intoxicants or nar- 
cotics, and the like. . 

se 

2. Possessing Money. — God’s Word 
makes it plain that whatever money we 
possess, whether it has come to us as 
the result of our own efforts, or as a 
gift or inheritance, is to be held by us 
as a stewardship, and not as our own. 
It is sometimes hard for young people, 
especially, to realize this. They are 
tempted to feel that what they have 
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earned by hard work and efforts, or 
what someone has given to them or left 
for them,.is their own, and that they 
should be free to hold it or dispose of 
it as they please. However, they fail 
to see that God has given both the brain 
ahd brawn by which the money was 
made. It was His resources and the op- 
eration of His laws that produced the 
increase. 

God permits some believers to retain 
great possessions and to administer them 
under His guidance and direction. To 
other believers he grants no such stew- 
ardship, but opens up equally important 
fields of service along other lines. To 
meet an undue indulgence of the per- 
fectly natural desire for security and 
to offset an inordinate desire to provide 
against a day of need, He lovingly points 
to the fowls of the air, and the lilies 
of the field, and reminds us of His “much 
thore” desire and ability to care for His 
own (Matt. 6:25-34). The Christian be- 
liever will, therefore, seek first of all 
God’s will in the matter of possessing 
or retaining money, trusting Him to 
ditect, and not fretting or worrying if 
God’s way leads through modest circum- 

oe 

3. Spending Money.—God’s Word has 
some very simple and plain truths that 
will, df heeded, keep the believer from 
going contrary to God’s will in spend- 
ing the money he may. earn or receive. 
One of the clearest examples of conse- 
efated spending is that which Paul has 
written down concerning the Mace- 
donian Christians (2 Cor. 8:1-15). We 
find here that their giving was a “grace” 
bestowed by God, not something worked 
up in their hearts (v. 1). 

It came in the midst of'a great trial 
of affliction and in poverty (v. 2). Most 
of us use poverty as an excuse for not 
giving. 

Their giving was not because of some 
hecessity- or urge which Paul had put 
upon them, or which God had com- 
thanded, but it came out of the willing- 
hess and joy of their own hearts. It 
was a joy that Paul could call “cheer- 
ful,” or better, “hilarious” (2 Cor. 9:7). 
There was no grudging or feeling of 
compulsion, but a free and glad giving 
to their fellow Christians, as unto the 
Lord. 

_ Notice also that they “first gave their 
own selves to the Lord” (2 Cor. 8:5). 
Here is the secret of ail true Christian 
giving. It transcends the Old Testa- 
ment principle of giving a tithe, or tenth, 
to the Lord, for the true believer will 
consider that all that he has or is belongs 
to God, and is to be disposed of as God 
ditects. Under this plan of giving the

It is not that we are to 
use these promises as a means to wealth 
and prosperity. They are given only to 
those whose hearts are right toward 
God, and they do not promise neces- 
sarily material returns for liberality 
toward God. But they do assure the 
believer: that he cannot “beat God in 
giving,” and that our. loving Heavenly 
Father will abundantly reward every 
one of His children who earnestly and 
conscientiously seeks to use his money 
or substance under His direction to His 
honor and glory.

we give Him freedom to do for us and in 
us what is needful to prepare us for 
Heaven. . He then gives us the new birth, 
and, as Peter puts it, we are “begotten 

. again unto a lively [living] hope.” 
To be fit for the society of Heaven we 
need a new, a heavenly quality of life, 
and we get it by the birth from above. 
That birth takes place as we receive the 
Saviour. “As many as received him, to 
them gave he power to become the sons 
of God.” Heaven must be in me before 
I can be in Heaven, and Heaven is intro- 
duced into our souls by the birth from 
above. 

But after-birth comes growth, and we 
need to grow in heavenly qualities and 
characteristics. We need detachment 
from earthly things, and attachment to 
heavenly things. The work of unfast- 
ening our-hearts from earth and attach- 
ing them to Heaven requires affliction 
and chastening at times, but it is a 
merciful work. God may have to break 
up our health or desolate our home to 
make us cherish the heavenly Home, 
and sometimes He does that. 

Dr. Henry W. Frost once met an 
elderly theological professor who had 
been ill, and inquired as to his health, 
expressing sympathy over his sickness. 
Then Dr. Frost asked, “Have you praised 
God for your illness?” “No. Why 
should I?” asked the professor. “God 
has been preparing you for Heaven,” 
said Dr. Frost, “and that was very kind 
of Him, was it’ not? If you could re- 
main in vigorous health and be able to 
go on indefinitely in your teaching, 
would you ever want to go to Heaven?” 
The professor looked first here, and then 
there, and finally looked back at Dr. 
Frost with a feeble smile, and said, “I 
don’t know that I should.” Doubtless 
we should all have said that same thing. 

I once knew a retired minister who 
had a vigorous physique and had been 
a pioneer home missionary most of his 
life. He had scarcely known a day’s ill- 
ness in his life, and in his eighties could 
plow on his farm, and enjoy it. One day 
he said to me, “Mr. Harris, I don’t want 
to go to Heaven. -I’m having too good 
a time here.” And he was, taking life 
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zestfully in his eighties. When at last 
he sickened and drew near to death, he 
was rather despondent, ill-health being 
so strange an @xperience to him, I was 
his pastor then, and one day when visit- 
ing him as he lay ill, I told him the above 
story about Dr. Frost and the professor, 
which I had read in THe SuNpay ScHOOL 
Times. He saw the point, and I hope 
was helped. 

God does, it seems, with most,of us, 
have to let syffering come to detach us 
from earth and to bring us to turn 
yearning eyes toward Heaven. But if 
like my eighty-year-old friend, we 


know and love the Saviour, it is all 


right. By His merit, and through His 
grace, we shall find entrance into 
Heaven eventually. For in that place 
of rarest beauty and brightest purity, 
our Heavenly Father desires to have 
us come, and to that end He “gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, but 
have everlasting life” in the heavenly 
Home.

With the New Books 


My Sermon Notes on John’s Gospel. 
By the Rev. W. P. VanDyke, (Baker 
Book House, 1019 Wealthy Street, S.E., 
Grand Rapids 6, Mich., $1,50.) Twenty- 
four complete sermon outlines illustrate 
the fine expository preaching method of 
the author. This is a day when the 
church ‘stands in dire need of preachers 
who will faithfully expound the Word, 
feeding and nourishing their flocks. If 
the method so clearly delineated in these 
outlines were followed by those who 
teach or preach, the deepest meaning of 
the Bible would be unfolded with clarity 
and beauty. A prayerful consideration 
of these luminous pages, without slavish 
confinement to the material, would assist 
the: preacher in arriving at a more in- 
telligent and intelligible pulpit ministry. 


New Testament Guide. By John H. 
Bratt. (Wm,-B. Eerdmans Pub. Co., 
Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $1.50.) One of 
the best of its kind, this book is‘to be 
recommended for its clarity and con- 
ciseness. Each of the twenty-seven New 
Testament Books is synthesized in such 
a way as to indicate clearly thé theme 
and, content and its relationship to the 
other New Testament Books and to 
the whole Testament. Consideration 
is given to the writer of each Letter 
and to those to whom the Letter is ad- 
dressed. Questions and projects sug- 
gested are invaluable aids to the one 
who would plunge more deeply into the 
study of the Word. While designed for 
serious effort, the book is not an exhaus- 
tive commentary, but, as its title implies, 
is rather a delightful guide to New Tes- 
tament study.
